Peace was short lived following C ar­ 
ranza’s entry into 
Mex ico 
City in 
August, 19 14. 
A 
month later Villa 
began his revolt 
against Carranza, 
who was supported, by General Obre- 
gon. 
Gen. Angeles, military rival of 
Obregon, sided with Villa. 
The 
Villa-Carranza breach 
wid­ 
ened when Villa demanded that C ar­ 
ranza proclaim 
himself 
provisional 
president, according to the “plan of 
Guadalupe,” name a cabinet and call 
elections. 
C arranza did not do this. 
It would have disq ualified him for 
the presidency . 
The 
Aguas Calientes 
convention 
was then called to mediate. 
C arran­ 
za 
claimed 
the 
convention 
was 
packed by Villa delegates planning 
his overthrow*. 
The convention, 
in 
which Zapata 
was represented, de­ 
clared Carranza a rebel, proclaimed 
the new Conventionalist government, 
elected Eulalia Gutierrez provisional 
president. 
The Villi-ta armies cap­ 
tured Mex ico City .

the strongest 
point in 
Villa's 
efforts.

WARDEN FOGARITY 
DENIES RESIGNATION 


Holds Conference With Govern­ 


or Ralston. 


Tndianapolis, Nov. 20.— While on a 
visit to this city W arden E. J. Fo- 
garity, of the state prison, denied that 
he is about to resign. 
It is reported, however, that he may 
decide to retire later, possibly within 
six or seven months, though this will 
depend on the progress made in or 
ganizing a $1,000,000 company to m an 
ufacture binder twine. 
This was the first time that Mr. Fo- 
garity had seen the governor since re­ 
ports became current recently that 
the m atter of revoking the parole of 
Dr. C. W. Pagel, arrested at Sullivan. 
Ind., for stealing automobiles, was the 
cause of his visit to the executive of­ 
fices at this time. 
The question of a 
new chaplain to fill a vacancy at the 
prison also was discussed. 
The fact that Michael E. Foley, a 
m em ber of the board of trustee of the 
state prison, and Samuel T. Murdock, 
who is one of the organizers of the 
proposed binder twine company, were 
at the state house at the time W arden 
Fogarty called on Governor Ralston 
and Auditor of State Crittenberger, 
gave rise to a report that Mr. Fogar­ 
ty's resignation might be forthcoming 
soon. 
Mr. Fogarty, however,, denied 
that the subject of his possible resig­ 
nation had been discussed. 
“I may take an Interest in a binder 
twine plant it it is established, but I 
am not a tw inem aker and it w'ould not 
necessarily follow that I would leave 
the prison,” said Mr. Fogarity just be­ 
fore he departed for Michigan City. 
“It is not even certain that the twine 
company will be formed, and it cer­ 
tainly will l>e a long time before a 
plant is ready for operation.”
